The time listed are good seven days 
each week; however, Saturday and Sunday 
contacts are more likely. Prime Time for 
West Coast MDARC members is between 0430 
and 0630 UTC Saturday and Sunday morning 
(Friday and Saturday nights 2130 to 2330 
PDST) for 20 meters; 1600 to 1730 UTC 
Saturday and Sunday (Saturday and Sunday 
mornings 0900 to 1030 PDST) for 15 meters. 
Ten meters, whenever the band is open! 
When you do make contact alert everyone! 

We will use the following frequencies 
plus or minus QRM for calling and listening: 
SSB 14.280, 21.325, 28.580 MHZ; CW 14.050, 
21.050, 28.325 MHZ. Cross mode CW/USB 
contacts are possible on 28.325 since Ger- 
man hams have SSB privelidges at that 
frequency. Its also the C-26 club 10 
meter frequency! 

As a propagation aid look for WWV Prop- 
agation forecasts of a moderate to high so- 
lar flux level, an A-Index less than 10, 
and a K-Index equal to or less than 2. 

Once you have established contact send 
for that QSL card! Since I have the plaques 
here in the USA the MDARC Amateur should 


send his C-26 QSL to me once received and 


the plaques will be dispatched forthwith 
after engraving. The plaques are a gift 
from me to the members of both clubs. how- 
ever the budget of a Public Servant doesn't 
permit me to fund a complete certificate 
program so some help with that fund would 
be appreciated. I'd aiso like to open a 
competition for the design of this cert- 
ificate among both clubs. It might be 
appropriate that each club design one half 
of the certificate. I'11 check with C-26 
and see what they think. In the meantime 
good hunting and have fun! (Competition

RACES/ARES 


From Tuesday, July 12 thru Saturday, — 
July 16, 1983, the California Division of 
Forestry was involved in the largest grass 
and brush fire ever experienced in the Bay 
Area. 5100 acres were involved .just south 
of Livermore in Alameda County. According 
Larry Kaye, W6CPO, our CDF VIP Coerdinator, 
over 360 man-hours of Amateur Radio Comm- 
unications were provided by many of our 
Emergency Services Group. Our people were 
primarily responsible for the link be- 
tween Morgan Hill CDF Headquarters and the 
Fire Camp at Del Valle (Regional Park). 

In addition they monitored the Tactical 
Circuits between the fire fighting units 
which were manned by the Livermore RACES 
with more than eleven local "Hams". 

Dwayne Eskridge, W6LKE, our ARRL SEC 
was busy recruiting and also arranged 
for use of two Mt. Diablo repeater sta- 
tions which were essential in maintaining 
communications between the two Hdq. sta- 
tions. Both Paul Mason and Wendell Pet- 
erson are to be commended for the instant 
dedication of their repeater stations to ° 
the emergency situation. Both 145.41 and 
145.33 mHz were utilized in this serious 
emergency. In fact the entire Amateur 
Community can take a good bit of pride in 
the manner in which these communications 
were handled since there was no evidence. 
of any interference during the entire 
period. 

Taking part as active operators at the 
Del Valle Fire Site were many members of 
the MDARC. The list may not yet ‘be com- 
plete but included: WA6JSO Lou, WA60LK Carl, 
N6DRT Dave, WA6ZFZ Van, WD6GDG Clay, N6EEQ 
Don, KA6RCZ Dan, WB6UMT John, WB6EZI Rick,

While the fire itself was a terrible 
event that no one would wish to see re- 
peated, it did provide the opportunity to 
Show what support Amateur Radio can provide 
the community when such service is needed.

The FCC 
has recently taken upon itself new powers 
to regulate the burgeoning Cable Television 
industry, as outlined in authority granted 
under Congressional action last September 
13th. Under their new structure, the Comn- 
issSion has ammended Section 1:80 of the _ 
rules to make clear to cablecasters that it 
has the power to impose forfitures (fines) 
on CATV operators, without first having to 
1ssue a warning notice for regulatory vio- 
lations. They do not have to grant a comm- 
entary reply period to the operator in 
such cases either. (FCC Action 83-108)

ANY BUSINESS USE OF AMATEUR RADIO is 
illegal, and the Commission has issued a 
regulatory clarification of Parts 97.114 
and 97.3 to emphasize the scope of the pro- 
Specifically, Section 97.114, 
which constitutes the definition of "bus- 
iness," has been moved to the definitions 
section (97.3), and a new rule (97.110) 
has been added which simply says that any 
form of business communications are prohi- 
bited from taking place on the Amateur bands. 
The FCC: still defines "business" as being 
any form of communications that facilitates 
the business or commercial affairs of any 
party. Examplescof this, according to an 
FCC spokesman,-include such items as order- 
ing parts and/or services over an- autopatch 
(yes-even ordering a Pizza for dinner), 
passing payroll or-other company informas: 
tion (such as calling your boss on an’ auto- 
patch to tell him-you>°are going to be late 
for work) and participation in Amateur nets 
where money exchanges (due to the sale or 
exchange of personal equipment are of fund- 
amental importance to operation. The only 
exclusion to the "pecuniary interest" pro- 
hibition appears to be volunteer news ser- 
vices such W1AW (ARRL) or the Westlink Ama- 
teur Radio News (or other bulletin services) 
that provide informative material free of 
charge to the Amateur, and avoid maters 
which might be deemed a violation of the 
“business ban." The Commission says it 
issued the clarification after receiving © 
hundreds of requests from Amateurs to take 
this action. Implementation is immediate, 
and only operations which can be construed 
as falling under the definition of the term 
“business' are affected by the clarification. 


A LACK OF PAPER almost brought the iss- 
uing of new Amateur licenses to a halt. 
The "paper" in question was the computer 
form used in the FCC's Gettysburg License 
Processing Center. The forms were delayed 
in delivery several weeks, and at one point, 
the Commission took to issuing Novice Class 
callsigns over the telephone with permission 
for the callsign's immediate use. During 
the "paper shortage," it was taking about 5 
weeks to get a license processed, but accord- 
ing to a Commission spokesman, things are 
now returning to normal.

WESTLINK 


OSCAR 8 IS IN TROUBLE and is current ly 
“off limits" to general use until further 
notice. As reported in a previous issue 
of the Westlink Report, the batteries that 
power the space craft are no longer holding 
a proper charge, and the problem appears 
to be worsening. This is the same problem 
that caused the demise of OSCAR 7, but it 
is hoped that telemetry reports will help 
pinpoint the problem before a total failure 
occurs. Amateurs equipped to receive tele- 
metry frames from the OSCAR 8 are request- 
ed to send them to either Bernard Glass- 
meyer, W9IKDR at League Headquarters: The 
American Radio Relay Leage, 225 Main Street, 
Newington, CT 06111, or to AMSAT in Wash- 
ington, D.C. Tnx AMSAT. 


THE ARRL_ LETTER carried a report recen- 
tly which quoted an article from the West 
German Magazine Der spiegel that concerned 
the ill-fated Spratley Island DXpedition 
that cost. the lives of 2 members of the 
party in April of this year. The article 
Stated that expedition leader Baldur Dron= 
ica, DJ6SI, is employed as a "counter-es- 
pionage agent" for the government of West 
Germany, and noted that "...other crew 


| . members appear to have ties to the intel 1- 


igence community as well." The article 
also raised several questions concerning 
the survival of the remaining expedition 
party members in light of high temperatures, 
the lack of food, water and protective clo- 
thing for a 10 day period. Medical experts 
contacted by the magazine estimated the 
maximum Survival time under those condi-: 
tions should not have exceeded 4 days. 
Other questions raised by Der Spiegel re- 
volve around the location of the survivors 
at the time they were found, noting that 
the dinghy was able to drift 230 nautical 
miles against prevailing ocean currents, 
and the refusal of the government agency 


that employs DJ6SI to comment on the affair.

ARMY ADMITS LENDING GEAR TO HAMS 


The Associated Press recently circula- 
ted a news item on their wire service that 
appears to be critical of MARS, the Military 
Affiliate Radio System that many amateur 
operators participate in uSing military is- 
sued call signs. U.S. Representative Joseph 
P. Addabbo, (D-NY), Chairman of the House 
Defense Appropriations Subcommittee accused 
MARS of stockpiling $55 million worth of 
excess equipment and "distributing them as 
gifts to civilians." He is calling for an 
investigation. 

MARS, said the AP, "is a radio System.. 
that relies on private ham radio operators 
to help soldiers contact home." The 7th 
Signal Command denied that. it was doing 
anything illegal and said the equipment 
was "mostly obsolete or useless Salvage 
that was loaned to...civilians and could 
be recalled if the Army needed it." In any 
event, the tone of the article was less 
than positive press to the amateur radio 
community. |
